Have you ever considered the 
possibility of running your family’s 
car with energy from the sun? Well, 
a group of West Side students are 
not only convinced that this is the 
future energy source and proto- 
type for all vehicles, homes and 
factories but are designing the car 
of the future incorporating this 
concept in their project for the 
North American Toshiba Explo- 
raVision Contest. 


On Thursday, December 18, 
1997, as part of their research, a 
group of West Side physics stu- 
dents-Deon Bascom, Zarri Cox, 
Seay Fletcher, Donald Jones, 
Valery Matheus and Shane Nelson 
went to the Cooper Union for the 
Advancement of Science and Art 
to consult with Dr. Joel Hollenberg 
who is one of the world's foremost 
visionaries in producing hydrogen 
from water by solar energy.
